And I recall being 
surprised that this seemed to be news to you. After thinking about this, I realized that you were not 
unaware of this diversity, but that it did not seem to be important to you because you do not make 
the distinctions about race, religion, culture and class that my generation does. 

This certainly gives me great hope for the future and makes me think that we may, after all, be able 
to turn our backs on those who would make political divisions correspond to the old distinctions of 
race, religion and language. This is not going to be easy and the temptation to separatism and exclu- 
siveness is still strong, but we are so diverse now that nothing can undo that fact. Instead, we have 
to replace these old measures with new ones and I laid out in September three expectations that are 
necessary if we are to achieve some harmony and progress. 

Let me recall these expectations for you. First, we recognize individuals, and individual effort and 
achievement. In other words, what you do counts for much more than who you are. Second, we must 
respect the rights, feelings, opinions and beliefs of other individuals if we are to deserve the same re- 
spect for ourselves. We do not have to agree, but we do have to realize the world does not revolve 
around the great “me". And last, if we are to achieve anything, then we have to co-operate with others 
and develop a sense of teamwork by adopting only those goals that are mutually agreed to be of benefit 
to all and leave the things that divide us to the private part of our lives rather than making them into 
public and divisive quarrels. ^ . 

You have more than lived up to my expectations; you are individuals, you do respect each other , 
you do work together for those things which you share in common and you have the good wisdom - by 
and large - to keep private those things that divide us. I hope that you continue this wise course. 
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Welcome to the 1994 Stanstead College SPEC- 
TRUM, which is guaranteed to spark memories, 
laughter and perhaps a few tears. 

As the years go by and as technology advances, 
so does the SPECTRUM. This year the entire Ath- 
letics section was produced by computer. This new 
production technique seems to be the future of the 
yearbook where the main goal will be to produce 
the entire SPECTRUM literally at the push of a 
button. 

The yearbook would not be possible if not for Mr. 
Ashworth, who is more than just a staff supervi- 
sor. From September until after Baccalaureate, Mr. 
Ashworth devotes time out of his hectic schedule 
to come over to the SPECTRUM office and share 
some of our frustrations, as well as some of our 
laughter.
